HERR MOST THE CHIEF SPEAKER. 


fie Calls on the Anarchists to Arm 


Themselves and Murder Cap 
italistea and Others. 


New York, September 19.—Cooper union 
wasipacked tonight with such a crowd of anar- 
chists and socialists as the famous meeting 
pom never before contained. The audience 
numbered fully 3,500, and assembled to pro- 
test against the hanging of the condemned 
Chicago anarchists. The ushers, wearing red 
ribbons on their breasts, handed every person 
who entered the hall a copy of a proclamation, 
of which following are extracts: 

american Workers: Wil you suffer this outrage 
¢o be fungin your face? Will you remain stlent 
and allow that so-called justice shall be defiled in so 
bloody a manner—a dastardly deed, alleged to be 
ganctioned ley the will of the people? 

It must never be. 

Arise in your imposing might and let your right- 
eous wrath tall in an unmistakable protest upon the 
heads of these interpreters of the law, who have 
basely betrayed their trust. 

The “erime” for which the seven men in Chicago 
are to be hanged is purely devotion to high and 
noble aspirations. The beasis of capital want blood, 
Their hirelings have shown themselves ready to 
seize the best and noblest from the ranks of the peo- 
pie and render them up to their senseless rage. 

Workmen: Will you remain guiet while the 
strivrings of your people, identical with the holiest 
yearnings of manki:td, are to be sacrificed and 
trampled under fo t in the persons of your com- 
rades? You know whatis your duty. These con- 
dewned men are suffering because they loved man- 
kind better than themselves; because they wrote 
and preached for you the gospel and the fuiue, 
Noy you must demonstrate your solidity and the 
sirActh of your orzanizaticn. Gather together; 
summon our comrades from every side, and pro- 
claim our purpose in such a way that no doubt can 
remain of their ac count. 

The workingmen of Americ: must show that 
their love of justicé and their hatred of tyranny in 
this shametess form has not been desiroyed. If you 
wish to do so, you can prevent the consummation, 
em November lith, of tais horrible deed to which 
the desds of cannibals are asno hing. We demand 
that every man docs his duty and that you say to 
this rabble of thieves and murderers which rule 
* Thus far and no further.” 

In ligenation meetings must be calledand held as 
quickly as possible. Above all it is necessary that 
(ne inverpreters of the constitution tt Washington 
be spurred to pass upon this judicial murder pro- 
posed at Chicago. 

The judgement of blood is not yet executed, Let 
every man do his best and it never will be. 

The anarchist gathering had brought outa 
detachment of police. There were fifty 
scattered about the hall to watch the crowd, 
and the wild notes of the “Marseillaise’’ were 
struck up by the band and prolonged wild 
cheers followed. Pictures of the doomed mar- 
tyrs of the red flag looked down from the front 
of the platform. They were draped with red 
and black and wreathed with smilax. 
black and red banner stood in the rear 
stages. On the platform were Herr 
Walter Vroanan, Colonel Richardson Pinton, 
of the Leader, Mrs. Black, Mrs. Brandisch and 
two hundred others. Herr Most was the chief 
speaker. During his speech he said: | 

lo tuey think we are going to remain quiet and 
allow our friends to die an ingominous death? You 
cannot allow that hanging to take place. Arm 
yourseives and for every drop of blood that is shed 
nom our friends, let it cost a buman life. I am not 
alone an anarchist, but also a revolutionist, Capi 
talists shal! be the first to suffer. No oneshalles > 
hisjust dues. The twelve jurors, ame paces and de- 

tective spies will not sleep very soundly at present. 
Let them beware. [Wild ‘yells and cheers from the 
rowd. |

After Most had concluded his speech Editor 
Rhevich, of the Leader, made an address and 
then Mrs. Brandeset and Colonel Hinton fol- 
jowed and the meeting was adjourned quietly. 


M’GLYNN TO THE METHODISIS. 


The Excommunicated Priest Addresses the 
New York Methodists. 

New Yor«k, September 19.—Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Glynn made an address before the New York 
association of Methodist preachers this morn- 
ing, which lasted an hour and a half and was 
listened to by 500 ministers and others. Dr. 
McGlynn referred to his excommunication, 
“For preaching Christianity I was brought up 
in,’ and after referring to the peculiar position 
in which he found himself in facing a body so 
distinctively representative of the Protestant 
religion, he presented the Henry George land 
theories and defended them, as representing 
the cause of humanity. When the speaker 
bad concluded, a gentleman offered a resolu- 
tion of thanks to Dr. McGiynn, for his ‘‘able, 
eloquent.and instructive address, and wishing 
him God-speed in his efforis to diffuse the di- 
vine teachings of the fatherhood of God and 
tie brotherhood of man.”’ 

This created great confusion, and after a 
turbulent scene, which one elergymen charac- 
terized as resembling a beer yarden, the reso- 
lution was amended by a clause that allowed 
members to reserve the right of individual 
opinion concerning the land theories, and it 
was adopted.

General Rocha Puts a Bullet in Senor Gayon 
—Other Duels. 


City oF Mexico, viA GALVESTON, Septem- 
ber 19.—Military and political circles are 
greatly excited today over the result of a duel, 
which took place at 8 o’clock this morning in 
one of the barracks in this city. The princi- 
pals were General Rocha and Antonio Gayon, 
who is chief of one of the bureaus of the war 
department. The trouble grew out of a con- 
troversy over the question of the conduct of 
Lopez at Queretaro and his relations to Em- 
“ted Maximilian. Some time ago Senor 

tayon, who was one of the officers in the im- 
perial army under Maximilian, wrote a letter, 
which was published in the papers, denounc- 
ing Lopez as a traitor and assuming that his 
conduc} was well understood among the offi- 
cers Of Maximilian’s army. 

General Rocha replied in the newspaper El 
Combate, saying that some men were traitors 
to their chief and others to their country, but 
that did not prevent their taking office under 
the new regime. Senor Gayon, whois an ac- 
knowledged brave man, challenged General 
Rocha, naming as his seconds General Pradella, 

overnor of the palace, and Senor Justino 

‘ernande, a celebrated lawyer of this city. 
General Rocha selected as seconds, General 
Naranjo and Colonel Omand. At the first fire 
Senor Gayon fell, pierced in the right breast 
by a bullet. He soon rallied and inquired if 
the duel could not proceed, when his seconds 
and surgeons replied that it could not. This 
afternoon Senor Gayon lies in a critical con- 
dition and is reported to be dying. He is 58 or 
60 years old, and General Rocha is about ten 
years his junior. 

The wounded man has a grown-up family. 
General Rocha was conspicuous inthe war 
against the empire. His taking of Tampico by 
tactics, similar to those adopted by General 
Grant in the Wilderness and his victor} at La 
Bufa, near the city of Zacatecas, made him fa- 
mous. Heis known as ‘‘Tiger,’’ his courage 
and disposition totaking great risks in war 
suggesting that title. His newspaper, El 
Combate, isone of the mo;t aggressive papers 
published here, It is believed that this duel 
is only the beginning of a series almost certain 
to grow out of the feud between participants 
of the late empire and leading liberal chiefs. 

It was rumored today that the president had 
prevented a duel coming off between General 
Rocha and General Arce, governor of the state 
of Guerrero, growing out of the same matter. 

Later.—A duel has been arranged to come 
off on Wednesday between General Naranjo 
and General Pradella, seconds in today’s duel. 
Their quarrel] grew out of some remarks made 
when their principals met this morning. 

Senor Gayon was to have fought a Toa this 
evening with a journalist named Trejo. 

Ei Combate, the organ of the army officers, 
is giving spice toa sharp attack of the Jesuits, 
printing what are alleged to be secret instruc- 
tions to members of the order, and charging 
them with conspiring against liberal govern- 
ments everywhere. The bitter anti-clerical 
tone of the E] Combate is attracting much at- 
tention, and as it expresses the sentiment of 
the military leaders in the recent controversy 
regarding the conduct of ,Maximilian at Quer- 
etaro, it has served to bring the liberal and 
clerical parties into hostile attitudes. 

The patriotic celebrations last week. were 
more than commonly enthusiastic, to express 


the unity of the liberal party in sustaining the- 


present administration. The clericals charge 
that liberal leaders have storied up the recent 
controversy for the purpose of uniting their 
party. The re-election of President Diaz is 
distinctly foreshadowed, and politicians are 
trimming their sails to catch a favoring breeze. 

The Mexican Financier advocates strongly 
the formation of a joint international tribunal 
of arbitration between Mexico and the United 
States and England, so that irritating ques- 
tions continually arising, especially on the 
border, may be settled on grounds of equity. 
This is proposed in the belief that the United 
States and England will enter into some such 
arrangement. 

Minister Manning, who is about to visit the 
United Stateson leave of absence, today 
presented to the president, Thomas B, Con- 
nery, secretary of the legation as charge d’af- 
ffairs for the nexttwo months. Minister Man- 
ning also presented Dr. Sternburg to the presi- 
dent. Dr. Sternburg has been sent here by 
the United States government to investigate 
the causes of yellow fever and methods for its 
prevention and cure. He will receive the aid 
of this government in every possible way.

GALES ON THE GULF. 


The Waters Forced Up to Railroad Embank- 
ment and Much Damage Done, 

New ORLEANS, September 19.—The easterly 
winds which have lasted for several days and 
increased last night, forced the waters of the 
gulf against the embankment along the Lou- 
isville and Nashville railroad between Look- 
out station and Micheaud, and several wash- 
outs have occurred, delaying traffic. Mails 
and passengers are transferred by steamer from 
Regoleto to Milneburg. The gale has in- 
creased somewhat since noon, and is accom- 

anied by a steady rainfall. No other damage 
is reported so far, other than the prostration of 
the Balize telegraph line, cutting off tele- 
graphic communication with Port Eads.

ASLEEP ON THE TRACK. 


Two Drunken Men Run Over and 
Killéd.| 


SEVERAL RAILROAD COLLISIONS. 
Engineers, Firemen and Brakemen Mashed 
to Death—A Careless Train Dis- 
patcher Causes a Wreck. 

Dunvaquer, Iowa, September 19.—A dis- 
astrous and fatal railroad accident occurred 
this morning on the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad, two miles north of Dubuque. 
Two passenger trains collided on a curve 
around Eagle Point, by which two engineers 
and one fireman were instantly kilied, the 
other fireman and a brakeman dying during 
the forenoon. The brakeman was riding on 
the engine so as to open the switch at Peru, 
three miles beyond and the regular meeting 
place of the two trains. An express messenger 
and one of the postal clerks were badly shaken 
up, but not seriously hurt. None of the pas- 
sengers were injured beyond a few bruises. 
The engines were badly wrecked. The cause 
of the accident is charged to the train dis- 
patcher at Lacross. Eagle Point is one of the 
sharpest curves on the road, and where all 
trains have to whistleandslowup. Thismorn- 
ing there was a heavy fog. The south-bound 
train was moving at a good speed, and the 
engines could not be seen until within a few 
feet of each other and too late for either of the 


engineers or firemen to jump. : 
/ILKESBARRK, Pa., September 19.—A ter- 
rible accident happened on the horth branch of 


the Pennsylvania railroad, near Monanoqua, [ 


this evening. A train despatcher at Honey 
Pot allowed two freigift trains, going in oppo- 
site directions, to come together on the track. 
The trains were running at the rate of twenty 
milesan hour. They collided on a deep curve, 
The engineers and firemen jumped and saved 
their lives. The collision was heard for 
miles. Four box cars loaded with 
giant powder exploded with terrific force, 
tearing up rocks, tracks and ties and wreckin 
about twenty-fivecars. These caught fire an 
with their contents were destroyed. The fol- 
lowing named brakeman were fatally injured: 
Lewis Metz, fracture of the shoulder and ter- 
ribly burned: Ellswood Swank, both legs 
broken, and James Kean, both his dislocated 
and burned. The loss to the railroad company 
is $100,000. Both engines were thrown down 
the embankment and were totally wrecked. 

Crncinnatl, September 19.—This morning 
at 4 o’clock, near Forest, on the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad, the section 
of a freight train broke down, arid the second 
section collided with it, instantly killing John 
Bouch, the foreman of the second section. 
There were several cars of oil in the second 
section and they caught fire and soon the en- 
tire forepart. of the train was wrapped in 
flames. While the trainmen were endeavoring 
to subdue the fire, a car loaded with dynamite 
exploded with terrible violence, destroying 
several cars, tearing up the track and injuring 
the engineer of the second section and one 
tramp. The names of neither could be 
learned. 

Detroit, Mich., September 19.—James Do- 
lan and a companion, supposed to be William 
Banks, of Wyandotte, whi'e intoxicated went 
to sleep on the Lake Shore tracks near this 
city yesterday and were run over by a freight 
train. Dolan was instantly killed and Banks 
was taken to a hospital where he died shortly 
afterwards, - 

INDIANAPOLIS, September 19.—An ——- 
over the Indianapolis and St. Louis way 
was wrecked near Fern Station today. The 
entire train, except the sleeping car, left the 
track, and the engineer and fireman, named 
Reddington, father and son, were both killed. 
The rest were violently shaken, but no one 
was seriously injured. 


CHASED THROUGH THE WOODS. 


Three Different Mobs Start Out to Lynch a 
. Prisoner. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.,September 19.—[Special. 
W.G. Hanley, of Carthage, who shot an 
killed Deputy Sheriff J. B. Warman Saturday 
afternoon, in DeKalb county, as given here- 
tofore in these dispatches, was arrested a short 
while afterwards ata house of ill-fame near 
Riddleton. He was immediately taken to 
Romeé for preliminary trial, but a mob, com- 
posed of the best citizens, had formed, and it 
was with difticulty that the prisoner was taken 
away to Carthage. There the same difficulty 
was met, 

The mob having learned that he was in jail 
at Carthage, started for that place. The offi- 
cers learned of their COME: and took Hanley 
to the woods. After spending some time in 
the bushes and barely eluding a third mob, the 
officers succeeded in getting Hanley to New 
Middleton. From there the prisoner was 
taken by a circuitous route to Lebanon, arriv- 
ing there this morning just in time to take the 
train for Nashville. The prisoner, in charge 
of Sheriff A. J. Dawson and Deputy Robert- 
son, of Smith county, arrived here this morn- 
ing. They traveled all night. The officers re- 
turned immediately after committing their 
prisoner to jail. Hanley denies having any 
connection with the killing, and says he never 
heard of the killing until after he was arrested. 


AFTER ELEVEN YEARS. 


An Incendiary is Arrested and Imprisoned 
for the Crime. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 19.—-Eleven years 
ago fire was discovered in the building of the 
Evening Star, on South Seventh street, in this 
city, which was extinguished before any great 
damage was done, and an investigation re- 
vealed the fact it was th? work of an incen- 
diary, Henry P. Volkmar, who occupied one 
floor of the building, being suspected as 
guilty, he was arrested and held in $5,000 bail, 
which was forfeited by reason of his flight. 
Recently he was located in Mill Bank, Dak., 
where he was publishing a newspaper under an 
assumed name, and a detective was sent to 
Dakota to bring him back, which he did, the 
prisoner arriving here this evening in charge 
of an oilicer.

FIRED UPON FROM AMBUSH. 


A Tragedy in Texas»-Two Men Killed in

Kiten, Texas, September 19. —Yesterday 
about six or seven miles from here, in Carryell 
county, Fayette and John Darnelle were re- 
turning home from Galesville when they were 
fired upon from a thicket. John Darneile was 
instantly killed. One of the ambuslers, 
Newton Blackwell, was killed. It is not 
known how many persons were in ambush. 
Newt Blackwell was a brother of Rev. Dick 
Blackwell, who was waylayed and killed three 
weeks ago. Both parties have families. Ex- 
citement is running high and more trouble 
may be expected as both men haye a great 
many connections.

THE DROUTH BROKEN. 


The Thirsty Tennesseeans Visited by Re- 
freshing Rains. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 19.—[{Spe- 
cial.]—The longest and most disastrous drouth 
of many years was broken yesterday by copi- 
ous showers. It will not benefit the crops any, 
but willenable the farmers to prepare their 
lands for wheat sowing. In the city the rain 
was hailed with delight 7 the people, who 
have been breathing dust into their lungs for 
fully six weeks. The rain was general 
throughout the state. The average rainfall 
isi west Tennessee was from one-half to three- 

rs of an inch, and in middle Tennessee 
tone-half inch. In many ceunties the 
_— had continued so long that springs and 
unning streams were dried up and cattle were 
driven to town and sold because there was no 
water forthem. In this county people were 
hauling water for miles from even stagnant 
ponds, and those who had springs were selling 
the water by the barrel.

RIOT AT A FOOT RACE. 


A Disappointed Crowd Tears Up 
Things Generally. 


BONFIRES MADE OF GRAND STANDS. 


Dancing Pavilions and Fences Burned—A 
Demand Made for Admission Money 
Refused— Great Damage Done. 


Lonpon, September 19.—Neither Gent nor 
Hutchins, who were extensively advertised to 
run a 120 yards foot race at Lillie Bridge te- 
day forthe championship of the world, and 
£200, appeared onthe track at all. Thous- 
ands of spectators assembled and paid to wit- 
ness theannounced contest. When the crowd 
were made aware of the situation, they were 
disgusted and soon took revenge in a riot. 
They attacked the fences, railings and build- 
ings on the grounds, and burned several of the 
latter to the ground; partly demolished two 
grand stands, the dancing pavilion, and a 
large assembly hall, and set fire to the debris 
they collected, formiug six large bonfires. 
They then set firé to the wooden railings 
along the railway and nearly set fire to Bromp- 
ton station. They next looted a liquor sa- 
loon in the vicinity and bombarded the win- 
dows and policemen and firemen with full and 
empty bottles. 

The firemen played their hose upon the riot- 
ers, butin vain. After holding possession for 
three hours the mob was dispersed, when the 
police, strongly reinforced, arrested a number 
of the rioters. A railroad inspector, after a 


struggle with the mob, dropped dead from the. 


effects of the excitement. The damage is 
enormous. Both Gent and Hutchins had ap- 
peared on the track in splendid condition. It 
has transfiired that Gent failed at the private 
trial this morning, and that his backers at the 
last moment forbade his running, giving 
Hutchins the stakes, but saving heavy bets. 
The owners of the grounds refused to return 
the entrance money, and the people were 
doubly enraged. 

A majority of the buildings on the grounds 
were either partially or wholly demolished. 
Four constables were seriously wounded. 
Three of the rioters were arrested, including 
one of the ringleaders. — 


THE MITCHELLSTOWN INQUEST. 


Sergeant Kirwin Explains why He Ordered 
the Firing. 


Dustin, September 19.—At Mitchellstown 
today the coroner resumed his inquest over the 
bodies of those slain during the recent conflict 
between the police and people. Sergeant Kir- 
win, of the constabulary, deposed that buck- 
shot was fired from the barracks windows 
solely to defend the policemen, who were then 
running to endeavor to get into the barracks 
to escape stones, which were all the time com- 
ing thick and fast upon them. When the po- 
lice reached the barracks door they could not 

et in, the door being blocked. He then or- 

ered the firing, seeing that his own life and 
the lives of the constables were endangered. 
Since he became policeman his life was never 
in more danger. After two rounds of buck- 
shot had been fired, there was one round of 
ball cartridge fired. He was sure that the 
shots struck somebody. Timothy Barrington, 
secretary of the Irish national league, in the 
course of examination denounced the witness 
asamurderer. The crown counsel protested 
against the use of such lan ¢, and Mr. Bar- 
rington answered: \‘*The jury will also call 
him a murderer.’”’

The Gossip of the Trip. 


Only a few people were aware of the fact 
chat Governor Gordon and the Atlanta Rifles 
would arrive at half-past five o’clook yesterday 
afternoon. This fact was the cause of so few 
people assembling atthe East Tennessse depot. 
Had it been generally known, an enthusiastic 
crowd would—with music and cheers—wel- 
comed home the gaNant chieftain and patriotic 
company that so ably and so well illustrated 
the patriotism and civilization of Georgia at 
the constitutional centennial. se 

About four o'clock a dispatch was received 
atthe executive department announcing the 
fact that Governor Gordon and party would 
arrive at half past five by the East Tennessee. 
A number of newspaper correspondents and a 
small crowd of citizens were ih waiting when 
the train pulled in. 

THE GOVERNOR AND PARTY RETURN. 

It was nearly six o'clock before the train 
seached the depot and the first to embark were 
the members of the. Atlanta Rifles in full 
aniform. The company immediately formed 
on the platform, and presented arms as the 
governor passed. by. The Rifles marched

Pre- 
ceded by the company the parade started in 
the direction of the executive mansion.

‘The governor then withdrew to the mansion, 
where he took the rest thatthe long and fa- 
tiguing journey had made necessary. Mrs. 
Gordon and Miss Gordon both stood the trip 
well, and were very much pleased with the 
reception tendered them in Philade!phia. 

THE RIFLES AT THEIR ARMORY. 

The Rifles marched from the mansion to 
their armory. where the company was dismiss- 
ed. The members were tired and fatigued 
with their long trip, but were enthusiastic 
with their reception, and were naturally proud 
of their success and the hit that all accounts 
declare the company made inthe city of 
‘Brotherly Love.” 

Only a few of the governor’s staff returned 
with him, some going to New York, and others 
returning to their homes by different routes.

in a Passenger Car. 


FOUND DEAD AT THE END OF A CORD. 


A Car Inepector Saffersa Until We Can 
Suffer 'Ne. More and Hangs Him- 
self — The Particulars. 


John W. Grogan, well known among rail- 


ingyin a Memphis and Charleston railroad ‘pas- 


senger coach, near the East Tennessee passcn~ | 


ger depot. 

Grogan hung himself with a bell cord. 

Rariy yesterday mording, seon afier day- 
break, a yard conductor with a switeh engine 
and two negro car couplers rolled along the 
track by the depot, en route to a side track 
apon which two coaches—one Memphis and 
Charleston passenger coach 110 were standing. 
The yard conductor mounted one of the cars 
end as soon as the engine reached a switch 
north of the coaches and began backing up 
one of the negroes climbed upon the top of the 
tender. The track upon which theengine was 
moving was not the one upon which the 
As the 
engine moved by the coach the negro upon the 
tender Was so standing that his eyes were di- 
rectly upon it. As he was opposite the north 
end of it he suddenly gave a quicK start,at the 
same time saying: 

“My God! Look there!” 

The negro’s remark was directed to the yard 
conductor. That§ gentleman’s eyes followed 
the negro’s index finger and dropped upon a 
picture which froze the blood in his veins. 
There, within afew feet of him, hanging by 
his neck, his eyes open and his tongue lolling

The body was motionless and still, and

On the west side of the coach at the north 
end they found the man hanging by his neck. 
Those about him recognized him as John W. 
Grogan, one of the night car inpectors. He was 
cold and stiff and realizing that nothing could 
be time for him, the yard conductor sent for 
the coroner. Sergeant White was also in- 
formed and repaired to the car and took charge 
of the body. 

The news of the suicide spread rapidly. The

He will be on hand early this 
inorning, as the convict inquiry will be resumed 
at 9 o'clock in the supreme courtroom. The 
investigation will now proceed without mnter- 
ruption until the end is reached. It is not 
known how long the inquiry will last, but 1t 1s 
the general opinion that it cannot be possibly 
finished before the end of the week at the very 
earliest date. 

SOME TIME AGO a petition was received from 
Alabama, setting forth the fact that one Bob 
Brown, a convict confined in the Georgia 
penitentiary, was believed to be im the posses- 
sion of evidence that would convict or lead to 
the arrest of certain counterfeiters who had 
been plying their work in Alabama. The 
petition presented the rather novel request 
that Governor Gordon pardon Brown in order 
that he might be'used as a witnessin the case 
alluded to. . Brown has since escaped from the 
penitentiary, and recent matters seem to show 
that he has been prowling around in the 
neighborhood of Franklin county, Alabama.

MAKING LAWS FOR THE PIEDMONT FAIR. 


Eighteen Hundred Dollars Appropriated for 
Police Purpose — An} Attempt 
to Sell Pools Again. 


The clock in the steeple struck three as Mayor 
Cooper ¢alled the general council to order yes- 
terday afternoon and then struck five as Mr. 
Tanner moved an adjournment. 

The session was net only short but dull. 

Mr. Angier, of the committee on ordinance, 
opéned the work. The communication from Mr. 
Sidney Root, relative to a coat of arms for the 
city, had been referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee, together with the design. As chair- 
man of the committee, Mr. Angier submitted 
the report, first reading a lengthy letter from 
Dr. H: H. Tucker, in which the history and 
origin of the design were discussed. The coat 
of arms is the one originally intended for the 
Confederate States, and was suggested by Jr. 
Tucker. In submitting his report, Mr. Angier 
said: 

‘We are indebted to one of the greatest and 
most conservative thinkers of the age—the 
Rey. Dr. H. H. Tucker, for Atlanta’s armorial 
device or corporate seal. It was originally 
proposed by Dr. Tucker with the Phoenix and 
the motto ‘Surgo lucidins,’ for the southern 
confederacy, meaning ‘I rise more brightly.’ 
But at the learned doctor’s suggestion we 
adopt as our motto the one expressive word, 
‘Resurgeus,’ which means ‘Being ever, ris- 
ing more brightly.’ This may be applied 
both to the present condition and to the future 
career. 

‘The Phoenix on the vignette would suggest 
the rps | of the past, and the motto ‘‘Resur- 
geus’ would speak for the present and future, 
referring to the brightness of the subject and 
thesublimity of her flight. On the seal are 
inscribed the dates ‘1847—1865,’ alluding to 
the date that Atlanta first received her char- 
ter and her re-birth, or rehabilitation in 1865, 
after her destruction by Sherman’s army. We 
now have the most poetic, expressive and sug- 
gestive coat-of-arms of any city in the union, 
and for it, with its beautiful ideas, our people 
are indebted to {the Rev. Dr. H. H. Tucker, a 
profound scholar in the classics, in heraldry 


and myeeesy. 
FIXING FOR THE FAIR. 


The board of police commissioners sent ip a 
communication requesting the council to fur- 
nish money to increase the police force during 
the Piedmont fair. Mr. Gramling then offer- 
ed a resolution appropriating eighteen hun- 
dred dollars to the police service for the fair 
grounds. The resolution was adopted.
